America, he declared, was a big free 
country, apart from any other, and 
with its own institutions and the 
power to maintain them, while the | 
three small Scandanivian nations 
have lived and are living under the 
constant shadow of «a ruthless 
colossus. 

While the Scandinavian nations 
are closely allied by blood, Dr. Egan 
continued, they have widely diver- 
ideale Sweden is the least 
democratic nation of the three.

HOOVER'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Hoover's statement follows: 

“In response to many inquiries I 
beg to say it is true that since the 
first of December we have fallen far 
behind our mme 
with the Allies. By the end of Feh- 
ruary we will be short 45,000,000 
bushels in cereal products which we 
undertook as our share of the sup- 
plies. We will aleo be short of the 
amount of meat and pork ucts 
that we were to deliver. is de- 
ficiency is due solely to the railway 
congestion since that date. The rali- 
way directorate since coming into 
control on January 1 has made effert 
to find a remedy, but during the 
month of January the weather was 
insuperable and although progress 
has been made since the fifth of 
February, this situation is the accu- 

ulation of three months’ delays. 

“The next sixty days will be the 
most critical period in our food his- 
tory. The simple fact ts that the 
problem goes far deeper than sup- 
plies to the Allies. During the last 
three months we have fallen far be- 
hind in movement of foodstuffs from 
the farms to the consumin and 
storage centers. Up to the first of 
February, less than 60 per cent. of 
the normal ratio of corn has heen 
moved, less than 80 cent. of the 
oats and less than per cent. of 
the potatoes. From November 1 to 
January 1 we were short in the usual 
movement of grains and grain prod. 
uctg into the terminals alone by over 
120.900 carioads—over 120,000,000 
bushels and thie wae further ac- 
gregated by similar shortage outside 
the terminala 

“Furthermore, thie year we have 
the largest percentage of soft corn 
in many years and though we have 
a record crop of corn, a considerable 
portion of the soft corn will be lost 
by epolling unless it can be moved 
in the next ty days to the drying 
terminals. The least amount of 
grain that must be loaded for the 
next sixty days te 8,000,000 bashels 
per day—and we have not yet at- 
tained that. Lees than thie will solve 
neither the Allied nor our domestic 


situation. 
“We had about 136.0006 carloads of 
pctatoes on November 1. which 


stould have been moved from the 
principal producing centere and up 
to the firet of February we had 
moved about 28.900 carloads while 
we should heave moved over 56,000 
in thie period. The result tis that 
potatoes are plied up epotling in the 
producer's hands and the coneum- 
ing centers have only been supplied 
by virtue of the summer gardens 
and other stores carried ever from 
last year. There is a great deal of 
livesteck which has been ready for 
the market for some time, but ts 
Min held tn the farmers hands 
through inability to secure transpor- 
tation. These cattle are eating their 
heads off without — their 
meat value and are only adding to 
the costs of the farmer and consum- 
ing the grain.” 

“The effect of thie delayed 
ment has been many fold: 

“Firet—to jeopardize the safety of 
& great deal of the soft corn and 
perishables, euch as potatoes. 

“Becond—the stricture in flow of 
Gistribution has entirely disturbed 
the price conditions in the country 
by practically suspending the law 
of supply and demand. The margins 
between the farmer and the con- 
sumer in many commodities were 
never wider than they are today 
because the consuming trades are 
under supplied and the farmers 
compete for transportation. Prices 
of the coarse grains have reached 
unheard of levels, while the trans- 
portation has diminished the farm- 
ers returna 

Third—the cost of grains for 
feeding livestock has so increased 
to the feeders of finished cattie that 
they face serious losses. The cost 
of the dairying industries have 
necessarily greatiy increased. 

“Fourth—through the large con- 
suming areas we have been living 
off reserves through the period of 
scant supplies. These reserves are in 
sections approaching exhaus- 

n. 

“Fifth—we have been unable to 
transport to seaboard the necessary 
foodstuffs for the Allies. This has 
not been due so much to the actual 
inability of the railways giving 
priority to foodstuffs for Allied ship- 
Ping as it has deen to bringing 
products from the farms to the 
terminal markets where it can be 
aggregated, prepared and purchased 
by the Allies. 

“The economic ramifications of 
this whole delay in the movement 
of the national harvest are almost 
countiess and they present the most 
critical of situations, of which no 
solution exists, but a continued ex- 
pansion of the efforts of the rail- 
way administration in the movement 
of foodstuffs in every direction to 
the exclusion of much other com- 
merce of the country. Consider- 
able progress has been made in the 
last ten days, but continued rises 
in the price of cereal commodities 
and the failure to secure sufficient 
surplus over immediate domestic 
consumption to feed the Allies, are 
evidence that there its still a de- 
ficiency in food cars and that they 
need be still further increased. 

“Comparisons of the movement 
from day to day during the last 
few days with movements of similar 
periods last year reflect the efforts 
being made by the railway director- 
ate. We have, however, a long ac- 
cumulation to be got over and to be 
got over within the next sixty days. 
The situation calls for every co-opera- 
tien of the public—through the

PARIB, Feb. 321.—The government's 
bill under which complete powers 
would be granted it by Parliament 
over wheat production and wheat 
control in France, was debated in 
the Chamber of Deputies today. 
Victor Boret, the minister of pro- 
visions, told the House that there 
must de an Intensification of wheat 
production and that the Cabinet 
was firmly resolved to use extra- 
ordinary measures to accomplish this 
end. 

Discussion of the measure 
various members brought out the 
fact that under the new powers 
asked, the government could take 
over the whole harvest of 1918, the 
State becoming the sole buyer and 
the sole seller of grains for bread 
making. It was also shown that 
the government would be empowered

able prices to growers, to compel 
land owners to sow minimum areas; 
and to assist in the organization of 
labor.

Aqueduct Man Caught in a 
Storm Disappears. 
Abandoned Auto Found, 
not its Owner. 


Rescue Parties from Bishop 
Comb Mountains.

‘ Thomas Grogan, superintendent 
of the municipal work at the Owens 
Gorge dam site, is lost in the deep 
snows of the Sherwin Hills, above 
Bishop, in Inyo county. A second 
searching party started out from 
Bishop yesterday morning, follow- 
ing the return of the first from a 
fruitiess hunt. 

Mr. Grogan Vives in the camp at 
Owens Gorge. He has been in the 
employ of the aqueduct department 
ever since the beginning of construc- 
tion pn this mammoth enterprise. 
and step by step worked s way 
up to the position of resportsibility 
— he has occupied for some 

Before the present etorm broke, 
Mr. Grogan decided to go down from 
Owens Gorge to Bishop and secure 
tome fresh beef for the men in the 


his automobile, purchased a quarter 
of beef and estaretd on the home- 
ward journey Monday morning. The 
distance is about elghteen miles, 
but it is a rough and rugged way, 
the trail leadsover the Sherwin! 


After Mr. Grogan left Bishop the 
storm broke, and a heavy snowfall 
Was precipitated, accompanied by 
high winds. the grade of the 
Sherwin Hills the snow lies from 
five to six feet in depth, and there 
are huge drifte which could bury a 
man and his auto, and they would 
never be seen until the snows melt 
in the spring. 

When night fell on Monday and 
Mr. Grogan had falled to make his 
appearance at the camp, a tele- 
phone message was sent to Bishop. 
inquiring If he had stayed over. This 
caused a general alarm, and a part: 
was immediately formed to start on 
the search. 

All of Monday night and all of 
Tuesday the men searched. They re- 
turned to Bishop with no tidings of 
the missing man. Early vyeeterday 
morning a second party was formed, 
headed by George Shuey, who knows 
the Owens Valley regicn well. Late 
yesterday afternoon word was re- 
ceived here that the searching party 
had found Mr. Grogan'’s automobile 
in a deep pnowdrift in the gorge 
at Rock C . The meat was in the 
auto, but the lap robes had been 
taken and the car had beeg aban- 
doned. 

About three miles ahead of the 

spot where the car was abandoned 
is located a shanty owned by the 
Casa Diablo Mining Company. Mr. 
Grogan was familiar with this fact, 
and it is hoped that he may have 
been able to make hie way there 
and that he is now witten that shel- 
ter. The party was unable yester- 
day to break tte way through the 
huge snowdrifts to reach this cabin, 
but Ite members succeeded in tap- 
ping the telephone wires along the 
way, and sent word to Bishop that 
they would continue the search, and 
expected to reach the cabin some 
time last night. 
Chief Engineer Mulholland sald 
last night that he was certain Mr. 
Grogan would be able to make his 
way through the storm and reach 
shelter, if it was humanly possible, 
as he was very hardy and used to 
meeting emergencies. Mr. Grogan is 
a single man, and has no relatives 
here. He spends all hie time in the 
Owens River country, knows every 
canyon and hiliside, and unless dis- 
abled by some accident, t is de- 
lieved that he has reached some 
temporary and will “be 
reached by the relief party this 
morning.

District Attorney to Act in 
Throop Death Mystery? 


Husband Loses Suit Against 


Theory of Accident. 


Based upon a decision made by 
Judge Dehy yesterday in favor of the 
defendant in the case of Charles 
B. Throop against the Western In- 
demnity Company, the District At- 
torney’s office may reinvestigate the 
facts surrounding the death of 
Throop'’s wife, Hilda K. Throop. It 
was to recover $13,000 insurance 
taken out on his wife's life that 
Throop brought the civil action that 
was decided yesterday. 

The contention of the indemnity 
company, which was represented by 


Throop's death was not accidenta 
but that, “on information and be- 
lief,” the shooting was intentional 
on the part of the young husband. 
A deputy from the District Attor- 
ney’s office followed the evidence 
during the trial before Ju Dehy. | 
Mrs. Throop was shot in the adobe 
house of Throop’s parents in Riv- 
erside county September 13, 1916. 
She was insured in the Western In- 
demnity Company August 17, 1916. 
Throop testified that he had pre- 
pared to go hunting and had stacked 
the guns in the adobe house, but 
Mra. Throop told him he could not 
go until he had washed the dishes. 
and playfully seized one of the guns 
by thé barre! and in the subsequent 
struggle, he said, it was accidentally 
exploded, and the shot from the 16- 
gauge gun entered her breast above 
the heart. Throop sald she died 
“with a smile on her face.” A Coro- 
ner’s jury exonerated Throop. 
insurance company showed 
that the dead woman's clothing had 
been burned by the family and that 
her corset cover was in a boiler 
when the insurance agent reached 
house.

He 
soon left this occupation and de- 
came a printers devil” in the of- 
fice of the old Los Angeles Star, 
published by Gen. John O. Wheeler. 
After some time in newspaper work, 
Mr. Workman, with his brother 
Elijah, established a harness and 
saddiery concern that buflt up a 
large business. He sold his inter- 
est to his brother in 1876. 

On October 17, 1867, he married 
Maria K. Boyle, only daughter of 
Andrew A. Boyle, who was the first 
white settler on the east side of the 
Los Angeles River. Mr. Boyle held 
large tracts of land in what is now 
Boyle Heights, 
joined with him in its development. 
Me caused the \bullding of the irri- 
gation system that for years supe 
plied the orchards and vineyards of 
that district, and also spent about 
2 of his own money in secur- 
ing a domestic water system for that 
territory. 

ON BOYLE HEIGHTS. 

In 1876 he subdivided Boyle 
Heights and sold the first 
lots. He named the district Boyle 
Heights in honor of Andrew Boyle. 

Mr. Workman planted vineyards 
and orchards and quickly increased 
what was almost valueless lands to 
property of high value. 

He was constantly alert in secur- 
ing advantages for this city in com- 
mercial and industrial lines, and was 
instrumental in securing the Santa 
Fe Railroad and later the Salt Lake. 
He gave the sites for several of the 
schools in Boyle Heights and do- 
nated to the city two-thirds of Hol- 
lenbeck Park, which he named. His 
gifte of sites to churches and other 
charitable institutions were exten- 
sive and he was the supporter of 
many charitable organizations. 

IN OFFICIAL LIFE. 

He was elected Mayor of Los An- 
geles in 1886, serving one term. He 
was elected city treasurer in 1900, 
and was re-elected for three succes- 
sive terms. He had also served as 
members of the City Council, park 
commissioner, member of the Board 
of Education, and in other official 
capacities in the city, and had also 
served his State as a member of 
the Legislature. 

While he was Mayor the present 
City Hall was bullt, and it was un- 
der his administration that the pav- 
ing of the city's streets began. 

During all thie time he was active 
in the development of Boyle Heights 
and himeelf built three lines of 
street railway to that district—the 
old Allso-street line, the First-street 
line and the Fourth-street line. He 
was also instrumental in getting the 
Seventh-street line built. 

After retiring from the City Treas- 
urer’s office he became president of 
the American Savings Bank and re- 
tired from that position to devote 
his time to extensive land interests. 

Besides the widow he leaves six 
children, Boyle Workman, Mary J. 
Workman, H. Workman, Jr., 
Mrs. Charlotte Mason, Mrs. Ger- 
trude D. Furman of New York City 
and Thomas E. Workman. 

Mr. Workman was a member of 
the Hollenbeck Blue Lodge, the 
Royal Arch Masons, California and 
Jonathan clubs and the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

On October 17, 1917, Mr. and Mra. 
Workman celebrated their golden 
wedding anniversary at their resi- 
dence. A big reception was given 
in their honor and hundreds of 
friends came to offer congratula- 
tions.

A DIRECT PRIMARY HERO—NOMI- 

NATED BY HIMSELF AND 

FPINANCED BY VICE. 

Another sordid chapter in the rise and 
fall of GooGoo government in California 
has been written this week into the records 
of the criminal courts of Los Angeles coun- 
ty. A woman of the streets is on trial for 
killing a State Senator. Evidence produced 
im her defense reveals that her faded 
charms had been used as the pedestal from 
which the Senator beamed as a shining 
light in the constellation of l-am-holier- 
than-thous who led the fighting from Ar 
mageddon in 1912 to the marshes of Salt 
River in 1916. Testimony, supported by 
letters and telegrams signed by the de 
ceased, reveals that the woman conducted 
a disorderly house in Los Angeles, fully 
protected by the police, and that the price 
of her shame went to defray the campaign 
expenses of the Goo-Goo Senator and his 
Progressive associates. This was done with 
the full knowledge of the then Chief of Po-

MAN-POWER PROBLEM. 


Sir Auckland Geddes, British Minister 
of Recruiting, recently made a comprehen- 
sive survey of the man-power problem to 
the House of Commons, which amounted to 
a cold unvarnished statement of the war 
situation, more illuminating and informing 


than all the military “expert” editorials put 


together. Here are the leading points he 


made in his speech: 

1. On Britain and on the skill with 
which she handles her man power in 
the months to come everything depends. 

2. The secession of Russia from the 
Allies has added to the potential enemy 
strength on the western front, inciud- 
ing Italy, possibly as many as 1,600,000 
men.

Discussing the international man-power 

position, Sir Auckland Geddes said he was 
giving the result of a detailed government 
examination of the subject. He showed 
that the Allies, excluding Russia and Ru- 
mania, had still a substantial superiority 
over the armies of the Central Powers, that 
the collapse of Russia would not enable the 
enemy to transfer such a force to the west- 
ern front as to overwhelm the Allies by 
sheer weight of numbers. Neve ess the 
Allies must face a transference of 1,600,000 
from east to west. 

But, he said, the Allied armies were. in 
relative numbers and morale, IN A POSI- 
TION AT LEAST TO FACE ON EQUAL 
TERMS THE FORCES OF THE ENEMY 
AT PRESENT OPPOSED TO THEM. 
THERD COULD, HOWEVER, BE NO SU. 
PERIORITY UNTIL THE FULL POWER 
OF AMERICA CAME INTO PLAY. 

He said that the total contribution ot the 
British Empire was 6,750,000 men. this 
England had provided 4,530,000; Scotland. 
620,000; Wales, 200,000; Ireland, 170,000; 
the dominions and colonies, 990,000: the 
Indian and African dependencies, 1,000,000. 

England has already contributed 60 per 
cent. of her man power, and to main- 
tain this standard during the present 
year England must provide another 420,000 
from those now in civil life. He warned 
the country that this figure must be re- 
garded as an absolute minimum and that 
the military situation might well call for 
more drastic measures; that iu that even- 
tuality the government could have no hesi- 
tation either in raising the military age or 


applying conscription to Ireland, if the sit- , 


uation could not be met in other ways. 

In paying a tribute to labor patriotism he 
excepted the Amalgamated Society of En- 
gineers, which had refused to take part in 
the recent conferences. In this connection 
he said the young men engaged in this in- 
dustry were claiming immunity at (1) the

A 
hasty investigation convinced me 
the finances of the county were in 
a most chaotic condition, and I im- 
mediately commenced the work of 
réorgenizafion and adjustment. One 
of the firet startling facts I found 
was that the contemplated expendi- 
tures for the fiscal year 1916-17 
would exceed the revenue by more 
than $800,000. At my request, the 
board gave the control of all ex- 
penditures into my hands for six 
months and about $1,100,000 was 
saved, giving a surplus of. over 
$300,000 July 1, 1917, the first sur- 
plus or saving on the annual bud- 
get in many years.

The Auditor's monthly reports show 
a saving of $1,496 903.12 for the 
first seven months of 1917 over the 
first seven months of 1916 in the 
general and salary funds, and a 
saving of $2,802,143.98 for the year 
1917 ever the year 1916.
